No claim 
is allowed. Rejection under 1 12 (2) is withdrawn because claims are amended. 
Arguments were fully considered but are not found persuasive. Where is the 
support for amended claims 26 and 27 so that one of the X or Y represents 
C=0 or C=S, according to this definition Z does not represent C=0. The term 
"amide" was found on page 10 as was said in the response.

2. Claims 26 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Abdrakhmanov et al. (DN 124:343330, HCAPLUS, abstract of RU 2044730). 
See compound of RN 176793-48-9. 
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3. Claims 27stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Bagley et al. (DN 1 14: 185242, HCAPLUS, abstract of EP 396282, US eq. 
5,053,41 1, example 30). See compound of RN 13 1728-32-0. See examples 23 
and 30 in US 5,053,411. 



4. Claims 27 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Kennis et al. (DN 114:102032, HCAPLUS, abstract of EP 378255, US eq. 
5,140,029, example 1, intermediates 1 and 2). See compound of RN 132137- 
02-1 and 132137-03-2. 



5. Claims 26 and 27 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Gacek et al. (DN 87:53374, HCAPLUS, abstract of DE 2646676) See 
compounds of RN 6333 1-08-8; 6333 1-09-9; 6333 1- 10-2; 6333 1-16-8; 6333 1- 
17-9; 63331-50-0). 
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The applicant has an obligation to call the most pertinent prior art to the 
attention of the Patent Office in a proper fashion. Burying one reference in one 
hundred other IDS references is like citing nothing. PENN YAN BOATS, INC. v. 
SEA LARK BOATS, INC., 175 USPQ 260 (DC Sfla 1972). Golden Valley 
Microwave Foods Inc. v. Weaver Popcorn Co. Inc., 24 USPQ2d 1801 (U.S. Dist. 
N. Dist. IN 1992).
